ERRATA 

On July 22, 2008, the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences 
(hereinafter "Board") mailed a Decision on Appeal wherein the Board 
affirmed the Examiner's rejection of claims 12, 16-20 and 24-27 under 
35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as unpatentable over the combination of Chapman and 
Cornish. 
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However, a review of the Board decision reveals that on page 4, first 
full paragraph, the Board states "we reverse the rejection of claims 12, 
16-20, and 24-27." In addition, under the heading of "CONCLUSION," the 
Board states "[i]n summary, we reverse the rejection of record" (emphasis 
added).
